tion against increases. 

"It's disgusting," said 
François Giguere, External Af- 
fairs Officer of ANEQ, 
(Association nationale des étu- 
dicnt(e)s du Québec). "If the 
government decided not to raise 
fees it was because they were 
aware of the negative impact." 

RAEU (Regoupement des 
associations étudiantes univer- 



sitaires du Québec) sent a letter 
to BoG exhorting them not to 
approve the fee, and will con- 
sider sharing legal fees to 
challenge the charge. 

Liberal Education Minister 
Claude Ryan was unavailable 
for comment on whether the 
'charge' would be interpreted as 
a violation of provincial law.

Old problems for new women

More women, and better 
educated women, have been 
working in the Canadian labour 
force over the past several 
years. But working women now 
face the same problems of 
discrimination as those before 
them, according to Vanier Col- 
lege sociologists Pat and Hugh 
Armstrong.' 

Armstrong, who will be giv- 
ing a lecture on women in the 
labour force in Bronfman 151 at 
noon today, has co-authored 
three books on the topic with 
his spouse, indtiding the 
authorative TTte Double Ghetto. 

"The way our society is 
organized encourages and main- 
tains the unequal position of 
women and encourages the 



kind of woman," wrote the 
Armstrongs. 

As a result, the jobs which 
men and women do in the 
labour force are quite different. 
Though there are instances in 
which men and women do the 
same work, occupations remain 
largely segregated. 

Women are more likely to be 
found in occupations with low 
wages and low productivity. In 
higher-income occupations such 
as management and science, 
female participation is extreme- 
ly low. Management is roughly 
70 per cent male and science is 
83.5 per cent male. Processing, 
machine opereating, construc- 
tion and the like, are worse still. 

It is only in social science, 
teaching, health, clerical and 
service, that women out- 
number men. Furthermore, 



jority of working women. 

Commenting on this, the 
Armstrongs note: "There is 
women's work and there is 
men's work. And women con- 
tinue to be segegated into many 
of the least attractive jobs." 

Women have always earned 
substantially less than men. In 
1982 the average income of 
women and nien doing paid 
work was just slightly more 
than half that of men. In every 
occupational grouping, in- 
cluding those in which women 
dominate, women earn substan- 
tially less than men. 

In 1982, according to 
Statistics Canada, women in 
clerical occupations averaged 
$13,812 per year while men 
earned $20,763. In the service 
industry the picture is just as 



^£to«i^tionsf^ployia|ina^>^^^ earned an average 



of $18,833 while women earned 
$10.733. 

Women are also dispropor- 
tionately represented among the 
unemployed. In 1984, women 
had higher unemployment rates 
than men in every industry ex- 
cept manufacturing, primary in- 
dustry and construction. In all 
other industries, the unemploy- 
ment rate for women relative to 
men was 1.2 per cent higher. 

The discrepency is worse still 
within job catagories. In 1984, 
women in every occupational 
group except for clerical and 
materials handling, experienced 
unemployment rates on average 
2.5 per cent higher than men. 

Said Hugh Armstrong, "If 
the energies and capacities of 
men and particularly women 
were more fully utilized, we 
would live in a better society."

While eight protestors 
gathered in front of a 'Peace 
Camp' banner to protest the 
Conservative's recently renewed 
approval of U.S. cruise missile 
testing on Canadian soil, 200 
members of l'Alliance de la 
fonction publique (Alliance of 
Public Service employees), pro- 
tested job cuts across Canada. 

The cruise missile demonstra- 
tion was organized by peace ac- 
tivists Richard Wagner, Eibie 
Weizfeld and Ivan Dubé. 
Weizfeid, who played a key role 
in the 764-day Peace Camp on 
Parliament Hill and is a 
member of Movement Kebec, 
said the demonstration "not on- 
ly protests of the Canadian 
government's decision on. the 
cruise missile, but also, those 
who are being held as political 
prisoners in Canada." 

Weizfeld had referred to 
members of the Vancouver Five 
— Ann Hansen, Gerry Hannah, 
Doug Stewart, Julie Belmas, 
and Brent Taylor — charged in 
May, 1983 with the bombing of 
a Litton Industries plant, a B.C. 
Hydro sub-station, and three 
pornographic video outlets. 

"Jail is being used as a means 
to stifle political protest,"he 
said. 

Adjacent to the Cruise 
demonstration, 200 members of 
l'Alliance de la Function Publi- 
que (Alliance of Public Service 
employees), were protesting the 
firing of 13,000 workers across 
Canada. 

According to Pierre Samson, 
Vice-President of the Alliance, 
"Those jobs cuts were announc- 
ed in Michael Wilson's May, 
1984, budget. But we feel there 
will be more." 

"A government elected to 
create jobs and instead spends 
most of its time cutting jobs for 
Québécois and Canadians," 
Samson told the crowd.

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Law professor murders students' GPA^

When a professor fails several 
students, they are bound to be 
upset. But when McGill Pro- 
fessor Steven Scott failed 39 per 
cent of the students in his in- 
troductory course on constitu- 
tional law last week, the faculty 
stepped in to change the marks, 
despite Scott's protests. 

"I can't understand how a 
professor can walk into a 
classroom after failing 40 per 
cent of his class," said U4 law 
student Hyman Litvack, one of 
Scott's former students. "It's 
only a reflection, of the man's 



teaching ability." 

"I think it's about time this 
happened," said Bettina 
Karpel, Law Student Associa- 
tion President. 

• Professor Scott sharply 
disagreed. "I don't think it was 
an appropriate procedure," 
said Scott who was 
dissassociated from the faculty 
intervention on the posted list 
of revised marks. 

"I will have nothing to do 
with marks other than my 
own," he added. 

While only 18 per cent of 
students failed after the revi- 
sions, the majority of students 
will not be helped much by the 



changes. As a required course 
for law students, a 'D' is a 
technical failure in Constitu- 
tional Law. And 54 per cent of 
the students still received less 
than a full pass by this standard 
— just one person less than 
before. 

"It's one man's quest against 
the McGill admissions policy," 
said Richard Epstein, Ul Law. 
One of Scott's students, Epstein 
characterized the low marks as 
"pure vandalism." 

While admitting the failure 
rate in his section of the course 
was sharply higher, Scott 
stated: "I do not accept that 
standards are to be set by the

In some ways it was just like a 
regular Friday night. Cars were 
lined up for blocks with men's 
heads hanging out the windows 
while prostitutes stood unmov- 
ed, thinking about something 
else. There were more cops that 
usual, some standing on street 
comers, others slowly cruising 
up and down the strip. 

But by 9:30 pm last Friday 
night, the rituals in Montréal's 
red light district were disturbed 
by one hundred women who 
took Ste. Catherine street, mar- 
ching arm in arm to protest a 
new federal law which toughens 
the Crinjinal Code for prostitu- 
tion. 

; "This law is going to push 
prostitution further 
underground," said Sonja 
iMarino, a volunteer with the 
Alliance for the Safety of Pro- 
'stitutes, which organized the 
demonstration. 

Protests against Bill B-49 
were held in every major city 
across Canada last Friday ni^t 
In Montréal, the protesters 
. came mainly from student and 
women's groups. 
' Bill C-49, passed last 
december by the federal govern- 
ment, calls for fines of up to 
S2000 and sue months in jail for 
prostitutes as well as their 
ctistomers. 

The law makes it easier for 
the police to arrest prostitutes. 
Under the existing municipal 
by-law against soliciting, pro- 
stitutes had to be pressing and 
persistent before police could 
act. Now police can arrest 
anyone who communicates in a- 
public place for the purpose of 
buying or selling sex. 

Marino said the law ignores 
the real roots of prostitution 
poverty. 

"It will plunge these women 
into a never-ending economic 
spiral, " she said. "The ex- 
cessive fines will force women 
who want to get out of the 
business back onto the streets to 
pay them off." 

Also, Marino said, the

Although police interviewed 
would not say how many people 
had been arrested under the new 
law, Lucy said there had been a 
big round up the night before. 
"They picked off about ten' 
women, " she said. Lucy wasn't 
sure if any customers were ar- 
rested. 

Sargeant Norman Belair, an 
MUC police Public Relations 
officer, said the force would 
wait for MUC lawyers to study 
the law carefully before making 
a lot of arrests. "We want to 
know all the loop-holes before 
this goes to court," he said. 

Many women's groups plan 
to challenge the law in court 
because they say it is too vague. 
Dubbed the 'nudge, nudge, 
wink, wink law,' any woman 
who waves to someone in a car 
and calk them over could be 
subject to arrest. 

According to Belair, the big 
improvement with the law is it 
allows police to arrest 
customers.

Kunkle is skepticaliibout police 
making miich of an^ffiCMrt^tp'getr 



the clients. 

"It's just a temporary PR job 
to make the law look good," 
Kunkly said, "The police aren't 
hiring extra women to do the 
entrapment work, so how are 
they going to pick up tricks if 
there's no women working 
undercover?" 

ASP calls for the 
decriminalisation of prostitutes, 
where the trade would be 
neither illegal nor run by the 
government. Marino said this 
must be accomplishecl 'by:

Since the course is required, and 
the sections are arbitrarily 
assigned, bilingual students 
whose names are in the second 
half of the alphabet sometimes 
decide to switch into the french 
section of the course. 

According to BcL II, Cheryl 
Buckley, "I've invigilated his 
exams and their a bitch.. .16 
pages to -read. I would have 
avoided him if I'd had him 
(assigned). 

The conservative Scott has as' 



his competition Professor Irwin 
Cotler, known for speaking out 
and encouraging debate on 
foreign and domestic social 
issues of social injustice. 

Cotler is highly rated by stu- 
dent evaluations, but these are 
only available in the library, 
and not passed out to first-year 
students. 

Although^, ,Law Dean 
Roderick Macdohald signed the 
revised list, he refused to com- 
ment on any aspect of the 
academic decision-making pro- 
cess. Admitting that student 
evaluations were one of sfac 
criteria used in staff hiring and 
promotions evaluations, he 
refused to say how seriously stu- 
dent input was considered, or if 
he believed this was adequate. 

As the decision to change the 
. marks was taken prior to their 
being posted last week, it is 
highly unlikely that students 
had any input into the decision- 
making process. 



McGill tight-lipped 
on divestment plans

McGill's Board of Governors 
will not tell students as to exact- 
ly how they will divest McGill 
funds from corporations linked 
to South Africa. 

In a meeting Monday with the 
BoG Committee on Matters of 
Social Responsibility, MSS 
South Africa Committee (SAC) 
representatives were informed 
they must rely on the Boards' 
quarterly financial reports to 
determine . if the university is 
divesting funds from corpora- 
tions linked to South Africa. 

McGill's corporate divest- 
ment list "will remain confiden- 
tial of the Board" said Amy 
Kaler, Student Representative 
to BoG. "They will not admit 
whether they are selling for 
political or for economic 
reasons." 

"Divestment is going 
ahead," said Nigel Crawhall of 
SAC, but BoG has not changed 
its policy "that students do not 
have the right to know about 
the internal workings of 



McGill's finances." 

Crawhall was optimistic that 
McGill will divest its funds, but 
it will not be until next October 
that students can begin to 
debate with the board over 
specifics. 

With information in the 
quarterly reports, Crawhall 
predicted a list "by next Oc- 
tober."

The McGlll Winter. Carnival Debating Tournament, in addi- 
tion to being a focal point of the university's Winter Carnival 
festivities, is the largest and oldest university debating tourna- 
ment held in North America. PartidpanU in. the toiirnanient 
come from across Canada; the United States, the British Isles, 
and Australasia. - 

For thirty-six years, the McGill Debating Union has hosted 
debaters from all over for what many consider to be the apex of 
parliamentary debate. (Princeton University's handbook on 
debating refers to the event as "the grcat-grandaddy of North 
American debating tournaments.") It has long set the standard 
for both quality of debate and ambience, creating the opportuni- 
ty for some of the brightest and most articulate university 
students to gather together to compete against each other and to 
exchange ideas, opinions, and friendship in what proves for 
many to be one of the most memorable experiences of their 
university career. 

The Winter Carnival Tournament, drawing approximately 
200 visitors to iVIontréal each year, is, with the exception of the 
rotating World Championship, the only tournament in the 
world which consistently involves participants from across the 
world. (It should b« noted that the World Championship is in 
fact an outgrowth of the Winter Carnival Tournament, initiated 
in 1980 by individuals wishing to further advance the interna- 
tional spirit kindled by the McOill toum»meht.)^TKe 35th An- 
nual Tournament was won by a Scottish team representing the 
University of Glasgow. The year before that, top honours were 
taken by downtown neighbours from Concordia, while two 
years earlier, the tropy was captured by Australian debaters 
from the University of Sydney.

Declaring oneself financially In- 
dependent from ones parents by 
means of a sworn affidavit signed 
by the parents and the student Is 
not accepted proof of Independent 
status. 

The Quâbec Loan and Bursary 
criteria for Independent status are 
as follows: 

• a) Hold an undergraduate degree 
(or 90 credits toward a degree that 
requires more than 90 credits for 
completion). 

• b) Spent two periods of twelve 
consecutive months on the labour 
market without pursuing full-time 
studies. 

• c) Be married (or have been mar- 
ried). 

• d) Have custody of a child. 
There exists an Interest Relief 

Programme for students who are 
unemployed after the end of their 
studies.

Martin Luther King 
Jr., the slain civil rights 
leader of the 1960s, has 
been ;> paraded .across 
neyrspapers, over radios 
and on T.V. since the 
week of January 10th 
1986. Scenes of his many 
rallies, powerful 
speeches, and 
achievements have stirred 
great interest and curiosi- 
ty across North America 
and the world. 

But who was this man, 
and what cause did he 
really die for? 

Social conditions of 
Blackis in the United 
States during the 50s and 
60s, the focus of King's 
civil rights activities, were 
seen by many as indecent, 
inhumane, and 
discriminatory. 

After the Plessy vs. 
Ferguson court case of 
1896, and in line with the 
Jini Crow Segregation 
Laws, many southern 
states forced Blacks to 
use "separate but equal" 
sleeping and eating 
facilities, recreation, 
transportation, and 
public schools, according 
to Stephen Oats* book 
Let the Trumpet Sound. 
The laws were used to en- 



a leading figure in the 
continued fight for digni- 
ty, human rights and 
social equality. 

In 1948, at the age of 
19, King graduated from 
Morehouse College with 
a degree in Sociology. He 
decided to study for his 
B.A. in Divinity at 
Crozer Seminary in Penn- 
sylvania. At the time the 
school was almost entire- 
ly White, making King 
very tense. Oates writes, 
"he was painfully aware 
of the way Whites 
stereotyped the Negro as 
lazy and messy, always 
laughing, always loiid 
and always late." 

At Crozer, King was 
not content to study only 
the prescribed readings. 
He began to explore the 
works of man^great 
philosophers. "^Such 
writings included: Plato, 
Aristotle, Rousseau, 
Locke, Marx, Nietzsche 
and Gandhi, to name but 
a few. 

In June, 19S1 he 
graduated from Crozer at 
the top of his class. He 
continued at Boston 
University's prestigious 
School of - Theology, 
where he began his work 
towards a PhD in 
systematic theology. 

Upon completing his 
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noble and 
sublime decision, '\ 



sure there would be 
"favoured treatment for 
the dominant group,'^ 
reinforcing the belief in 
white supremacy over 
Blacks. 

In 19S4, the famous 
Brown V. r Board of 
Education case abolished 
Jim Crow Segregation 
Laws in the Supreme 
Court. The court ruled 
that "seperate educa- 
tional facilities are . in- 
herently unequal." 

The decision was met 
with elation by the Blacks 
in the U.S., and was pro- 
nounced by King as a 
"world shaking decree, a 
noble and sublime deci- 
sion." But many White 
citizens, professionals, 
politicians, schools and 
police forces refused to 
adhere to such a decision 
and vowed to continue 
the "southern way of 
life." Racial violence, 
broke out across Dixie. 

It was this social 
climate that launched Dr. 
Martin Luther King Jr. as 



PhD, King received of- 
fers from churches 
around the nation, asking 
him to consider a position 
as pastor. The offer he 
finally accepted came 
from Dexter Avenue Bap- 
tist Church in Mon- 
tgomery, Alabama. 

King's father, minister 
of the Ebenezer Baptist 
Church in Atlanta, was 
disappointed^ his son ac- 
cepted the offer at Dex- 
ter. He had hoped his son 
would have taken over as 
pastor at his own church. 

Under King's leader- 
ship. Dexter became an 
avid supporter of the 
NAACP (National 
Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored 
People). The church kept 
its congregation abreast 
of the NAACP, and its 
struggles to attain 
political recognition. 

King's particular 
strategy of integrating 
religion with politics pro- 
mpted harsh criticism 
from other Black 



other historic 
achievements and con- 
tributions in the struggle 
for Black civil rights. 
These include: 

• His letter from Birm- 
ingham Jail condemn- 
ing the blatant racism 
of American Society; 

• Receiving the Nobel 
Peace Prize in 1964 in 
Oslo, Norway; 

• His condemnation of 
America's role in the 
Vietnam War; and 
The march on 
Washington, August 
29th, 1963, where he 
delivered his famous "I 
have a. dream" speech 
to over 250,000 people.. 
Dr. Martin Luther 

King Jr. was struck by an 
assasin's bullet on April 



the balcony of the Lor- 
raine Motel in Memphis, 
Tennessee. He died at 
7:30 pm that evening. 

In the aftermath of the 
debate over establishing a 
U.S. federal holiday to 
commemmorate King's 
birthday, many in the 
Blacks suspect Reagan's 
late-coming endorsement 
was merely an attempt to 
conceal his guilt and lack 
of support for King while 
he was alive. 

It is easy for people to 
accomodate others* views 
and 'dreams* once they're 
dead. The challenge is to 
confront the issues as 
they appear today.

preachers. Historically, 
Oates writes, they were 
regarded as the 'natural' 
leaders of the Black com- 
munity, who felt their job 
was to "get people into 
heaven, not to change 
things down here." 

While at Dexter, King 
befriended Ralph Aber- 
nathy, pastor of the First 
Baptist Church, who was 
also an 'activist 
preacher.' Synthesizing 
their ideas and strategies, 
these two men spent the 
following years at the 
head of demonstrations 
and rallies, meeting many 
politicians. As a result of 
their non-violent civil 
disobedience. King and 
Abernathy also faced 
prison sentences together. 

What angered these 
two men at the time, 
aside from the deplorable 
conditions , of Blacks, 
^ were , the educated or so 
called 'Black intellec- 
tuals' who, writes Oates, 
seemed "complacent and 
terribly afraid of anger- 
ing the white man." 

The first real test to the 
growing leadership of 
King and Abernathy 
came in December of 
1955. In a famous case, 
they argued against the 
state of Alabama for its 
arrest of Rosa Parks for 
violating the city segrega- 
tion code. 

Parks, after a hard 
day's work in a 
downtown department 
store, took a seat at the 
back of the bus reserved 
for 'Coloreds.' When the 
bus became full she was 
ordered by the driver to 
stand so that a White 
man could sit down. She 
refused to move and was 
arrested. 

In response to the ar- 
rest, King organized a bus 
boycott in Montgomery, 
Alabama supported by 
over 50,000 Blacks. 

King went on to make

from 1977 to 1984. 

The boycott was supported by a wide 
assortment of groups: workers' unions, 
women's groups, people of colour, gays, 
church groups and civil libertarians. At 
issue was the treatment of minorities and 
the ultra-conservative attitude of the 
company's chief officers, William K. 
Coors, and his brother, Joseph. 
; The boycott was initiated in 1977 dur- 
ing a strike by the brewery workers' 
union. Resistance to the company's 
racist, sexist and anti-union policies, 
though, has been going on for over two 
.decades. The company has smashed 19 
; unions „of^;|[^ors workers during this 
period.'^aiidlial'been charged repeatedly 
by human rights agencies in the U.S. for 
unlawful employment practiMS^j 

Joseph Coors' fundamenl 
wing political affiliation is documented 
in Perry Deaiie Ybunig's book. Cod's 
BuUles. He is identified as an active sup- 
porter of the John Birch Society and co- 
founder, along with Ignatius Weyrich, 
of the Heritage Foundation, a conser- 
vative think tank that has inordinate 
sway with the Reagan government; He is 
also a member of the Committee for the 
Survival of a Free Congriess, a polidcal 
action group that funds right-wing can- 
didates. 

The harshest criticisms of Coors have 
centred on the . company's hiring 
policies, notably, its use of a lie detector 
test to screen out job applicants. Those 
applying for a job at Coors were asked 
the following questions, documented in ■ 
Young's book: .-I-V; • 

• What are your sex preference!? 

• How often do you change your 
underwear? 

• Have you done anything with your 
wife that can be considered immoral? 

• Are you a homosexual? . 



• Are you a communist? { ^ 

Also, the Rocky Mountain -News' in 
Denver, quoted William Coors, in 
March 1984, as saying that one of the 
best things slave-traders did to American 
blacks was "dragging yoiir ancestors 
over here in chains" because today 
American blacks have greater oppor- 
tunity than do African blacks. It also 
quoted Coors as saying that Zimbab- 
wean blacks "lack the intellectual 
capacity to succeed, and it's taking them 
down the tubes." '^^îs'? 

The boycott affected the company's 
sales and put it in financial jeopardy. In 
1981, sales were down by 15 per cent in 
California where 45 per cent of Coors 
beer was sold. In 1984, the company 
reported a 4.8 per cent decline i ntajales 
from its 1983 level.- 'WIÊfl. 

This forced the company to polish up 
its image and it embarked on a massive 
public relations campaign to accomplish 
this task. In September 1984, it invested 
S325 million in black communities 
around the U.S. The next month, it 
spent another $300 million to help 
Hispanic businesses. These moves 
unleashed a new wave of wrath in the 
U.S. and divided civil libertarian groups 
and unions. 

ipokesman for the American 
ition of Labor and Congress of In- 
dustrial Organizations said that the 
moves were an effort by the company to 
"buy their ^" into ndnoritj^iihàrkëU; 
:;The moy« were eiso seen as a 'divide: 
' yd^nquer* move designed to split the 
. unions and civil rights groups. The com- 
pany was put on the AFL-CIO*s boycott 
list as a result and in April of last year 
Senator Edward Kennedy called for an 
iniquiry into allegations that Coors 
received favored treatment from the 
Federal job safety agency because its top 
officials had close ties to Reagan. 

Meanwhile, Coors is being sold by 
Molson, which has initiated a massive ad 
campaign in this country. So why isn't 
there a similar boycott campaign or 
public awareness of Coors' reputation in 
Canada? . 

According to Dr. Barry Adam of the 
sociology department at the University 
of Windsor, "We're a naive market." 
And naivete, in this instance, is 
translatable in as simple a phrase as, 
"I'll have a Coors, please."
